Why was Walt Disney 
World built in Florida?

After the success of Disney- 
land in California, Walt Disney 
was besieged by suggestions for 
asecond park. Everyone wanted 
this new park to be built in their 
hometown—especially when 
observing the growth of 
Anaheim after Disneyland 
opened there in 1955. Walt 
bided his time, however. First of 
all, he wanted Disneyland to be 
running smoothly before he 
considered another site; and 
second, he wanted to be sure he 
selected the right place. By the 
early 1960s, Walt was ready to 
proceed. He knew his second 
park should be east of the 
Mississippi, where it could draw 
from a different segment of the 
population than did Disneyland. 
Walt also knew he needed a site 
with a pleasant climate, which 
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would allow for year-round 
operation. Many other factors 
were considered, such as land 
cost, population density, and 
accessibility. Florida turned out 
to be the state which met Walt’s 
qualifications. In the mid-1960s 
he decided to begin construction 
of Walt Disney World on a 


large site near Orlando.

he film The Diary of Anne 

Frank premieres on The

follows is an excerpt from those 
pages, which were found in the 


“Secret Annexe” where she and 
her family hid from the Nazis for 
two years, before they were 
discovered. The words are 
uniquely Anne’s and are reflec- 
tive of the horror that surround- 
ed her, yet they say much about 
the thoughts and feelings, the 
uncertainties and the hope of all 
young people. 


“For in its innermost depths youth is lonelier than old age.” 
I read this saying in some book and I've always remembered 
it, and found it to be ۰ 

Anyone who claims that the older ones have a more dif- 
ficult time here certainly doesn't realize to what extent our 
problems weigh down on us, problems for which we are prob- 
ably much too young, but which thrust themselves upon us 
continually, until, after a long time, we think we've found a 
solution, but the solution doesn’t seem able to resist the facts 
which reduce it to nothing again. That's the difficulty in these 
times: ideals, dreams, and cherished hopes rise within us, 
only to meet the horrible truth and be shattered. 

Its really a wonder that I haven't dropped all my ideals, 
because they seem so absurd and impossible to carry out. Yet 
I keep them, because in spite of everything I still believe that 
people are really good at heart. I simply can’t build up my 
hopes on a foundation consisting of confusion, misery, and 
death. I see the world gradually being turned into a 
wilderness, I hear the ever approaching thunder, which will 
destroy us too, I can feel the sufferings of millions and yet, if I 
look up into the heavens, I think that it will all come right, that 
this cruelty too will end, and that peace and tranquillity will 
return again. 

In the meantime, I must uphold my ideals, for perhaps the 
time will come when I shall be able to carry them out.

notes, “Save the Dog is a high-spirited comedy 
about a person who pushes herself to achieve 
something out of a sense of love and com- 
passion. The film’s message is that in any con-

Williams plays Becky Dale, a down-on-her- 
luck actress ready to give up on her career until 
the director of a dog food commercial decides 
that she would make the ideal television 
spokeswoman. On the day she must appear in 
order to receive final approval, however, 
Becky’s dog Petey suddenly becomes ill and in 
need of an immediate operation. Becky decides 
to forego her “big break” and instead to em- 
bark on a madcap race against the clock to 
raise the necessary money to pay for Petey’s 
operation.

Dogs have played an important role in film 
and television since the first major canine film 
star, Rin Tin Tin, achieved overnight success in 
1923 as the star of Where the Night Begins. He 
made a dozen more films by 1930.

“Its interesting to see in what areas the in- 
dividual talents lie. 

“I find Read, Write, and Draw very challeng- 
ing as an actor,” Price continues. “I don’t ever 
wish to sound condescending when I’m 
reading these stories. I don't want to read down 
to the young ones. I want to share their stories 
and their art with them, as a friend. 

“Of course, it’s a marvelous project— it’s 
really about reading, isn’t it,’ he smiles. 
“Because you have to be able to read the begin- 
ning, read and comprehend, before you can 
write an ending and draw an illustration. I like 
that. It draws children to reading and connects 
reading with their powers of imagination. I feel 
that connection, of making reading a 
recognizable part of the imagination, is very

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important in the education of young people.” 

Witty, learned, and urbane,Vincent Price 
feels that reading and writing play critical roles 
in a child's development and education. “I 
think Disney has a marvelous vehicle here,” 
he points out. “Today there is concern about 
excellence in education. There is a great deal of 
focus on our society's need for an educated 
population in a technological world. But 
reading and writing well are so crucial, too. I 
think computers are wonderful, and children 
should be taught their use. But a computer can 
only do what it's told. And to tell computers 
how to do things, we need people who can 
read and write well.” 

As a child growing up in Missouri, Price was 
exposed to culture—art, music, litera- 
ture—at an early age. He remembers, “It was 
an extremely musical family. My sister’s idea of 
great fun was to play Beethoven on the piano. 
My older brother was an extremely talented 
jazz pianist. I wasn’t musical,” Price adds, 
arching his eyebrows and bristling an elegant, 
pencil-thin mustache. “So out of defense | 


turned to the visual. I was fascinated with art, ` 


and wanted to learn everything I could about 
it.” He says with a patented scowl: “After 17 
years of lessons, | still can’t play a note on the 
piano—out of pure spite.” 

Vincent Price made his professional 
theatrical debut in England. Having completed 
undergraduate studies at Yale University, he 
went to London. There he received a master’s 
degree in art history from the famed Courtauld 
Institute of London University. While in Lon- 
don Price first appeared on the stage in 
Victoria Regina, playing the romantic leading 
role of Albert, Prince Consort to Queen 
Victoria. (He later brought the role to Broad- 
way, where his leading lady was none other 
than Helen Hayes.) 

“The director of the Courtauld knew I was 
starring in the play,” Price chuckles. “He came 
to see me one evening, and gave me great en- 
couragement. He suggested that I continue 


with acting, and that art and art history would . 


always be there for me. They always have 
been.” 


hile in London, Price also made the ac- 
quaintances of the leading theatrical per- 
formers of the day. “John Gielgud was very 
kind and helpful to me,” Price remembers. “He 
gave me free tickets to 15 different perfor- 
mances of Hamlet. This was his definitive stage 
version of the play—he’s played Hamlet so 
many times you know. And it was fascinating, 
because it was different every performance. 
Gielgud believed in what he called stressing the 
performances, changing some detail every 
time, to bring out the elements of the play— 
and the players—to the fullest. Gielgud is a 
giant of the theater.” 
As Price established himself as a notable 
presence on the American stage, Hollywood 


beckoned. Initially he played leading roles, but 
was soon known for his character portrayals— 
particularly those parts in which he was a 
mellifluous and malevolent blackguard of the 
first order. “Playing the leading role is the 
hardest, I think,” Price offers about the actor’s 
craft. “So often a leading role is a blank, requir- 
ing great concentration to flesh out. Characters 
are types, and are quite easy to do.” 


ne of Price’s first film turns was a chestnut 
from Universal, part of that studio’s 
enthusiasm in the late 30s for horror and 
gothic films. The title of the picture was Tower 
of London. Price played the Duke of Clarence, 
who was drowned in a butt of malmsey wine 
by his brother, the evil English King Richard III. 
Richard was played by Basil Rathbone (more 
famous as Sherlock Holmes); Richard’s cohort 
and official executioner was portrayed by Boris 
Karloff. 
“There was precious little Shakespeare in 
that,” Price chortles. “But Basil and Boris had a

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good time doing me in. There was a little hand- 
hold I was to grab on to when I ducked under 
the surface of the wine. Basil and Boris were 
then to go into this frenzy, nailing the barrel 
shut. Well, as a joke, they collected old cigar 
butts and threw them into the wine. It was 
awful.” 

Price's status as the ultimate screen villain— 
and a leading man in “horror” films—reached 
its apogee in the 1950s and early ’60s. He 
starred in the sci-fi thriller The Fly, as well as 
the gothic tale House of Wax (noted for its use 
of 3-D). His reputation in the genre reached the 
status of art when he appeared in Roger 
Corman’s celebrated horror films adapted from 
Edgar Allan Poe. Price remains proud of that 
work—and justifiably so. 

“I wouldn't call them horror films,” Price 
points out. “As Basil Rathbone once noted, 
they're gothic stories. I wanted to do the films 
for an important reason: Edgar Allan Poe. 
Roger's first films were faithful adaptations. 
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“You know, Poe is nearly ignored and forgot- 
ten in the United States,” Price continues. “His 
literary achievement is not recognized. Yet in 
Europe, Poe is revered. He riveted the Euro- 
pean writers and poets of his day. He was a ma- 
jorinfluence in the development of European 
literature. Of course, some things were altered. 
I remember Roger changing titles to make 
them more exciting. In one film I played “The 
Witchfinder General” —that was the original ti- 
tle of Poe's story. The film is still called that in 
England, but Roger thought it needed a better 
title for America—he called it The Congueror 
Worm.” 

Throughout Price’s noted film career—he 
points out that Theatre of Blood, a gothic 
murder tale co-starring Diana Rigg, is shown 
regularly at New York’s Museum of Modern 
Art—his love of and interest in art and art 
history have remained unabated. 

“Artis wonderful, it enhances life,” he says. 
Then, giving a ferocious scowl, he adds, 
“Unless, of course, you're struck by the infernal 
disease of collecting.” 

Price has been struck by that disease. A 
recognized authority and collector of Old 
Master drawings, his taste remains quite 
catholic. “I love modern drawings, too. Draw- 
ings are my passion. When | served as art con- 
sultant for Sears Roebuck, there was a modern. 
artist whose drawings were superb—and quite 
underrated or unknown. I arranged for Sears 
Roebuck to collect and sell them. They were 
quite inexpensive then—now an Escher 
(Dutch artist M.C. Escher) is extraordinarily 
expensive—as, indeed, are all drawings.” 

Price's first love was Native American art. “I 
grew up in Missouri. That area was part of the 
Mound Builders culture. As children we were 
always digging up arrowheads, and I've always 
been interested in Indian art. At one point in 
the 1960s, I served on a commission for The 
Department of the Interior. We traveled around 
the nation, interviewing Indian artists. We 
were trying to preserve true tribal art forms, 
and to keep them from being forged and 
fabricated.” 


rice has also authored several works on art 

history, but he claims, “One of the reasons 
I published art books was out of greed. There 
were so many works I wanted to see in 
reproduction. I wanted to make them 
available.” 

As the activity on the set quickens, and the 
intermission comes to an end, Vincent Price 
reflects on his passion. “I recently gave away 
some pieces,” he says. “I gave away 300 draw- 
ings. 1 wanted to see if it would pain me. Luckily 
it hasn't. Some of the drawings were ones I truly 
loved looking at. Of course, if | need to see 
them, I can always travel to where they are.” 

With a costume change, Price resumes his 
seat at the table, a fresh selection of stories at 
hand. Looking like one’s vision of the perfect, 
kindly grandfather, he smiles toward the 
monitor, ready to read and share the stories of 
enthusiastic children. He smiles and asks 
gently, “Are we ready?” W.

Talking To 


GENE KELLY 


oday the word star is used to describe 
any person—however humble—who 
M has appeared in a motion picture. By 
that standard, Gene Kelly is more than a star— 
he is more than a legend. Kelly stands on a pin- 
nacle, one of the supreme-performers in 
American film. As dancer and choreographer, 
actor, director and producer, he has left an in- 
delible mark on American motion pictures. 
Who better than Gene Kelly to serve as the 
host of The Best of Hollywood, The Disney 
Channel’s ongoing presentation of American 
movie classics? (The Best of Hollywood appears 
every Monday evening at 9:00 p.m., Eastern/ 
Pacific time.) Whether relating an anecdote 
concerning the “irascible Jack Warner” and his 
attempt to enlist Cary Grant for the role of Pro-

fessor Henry Higgins in My Fair Lady, or com- 
menting on the dance sequences of Seven 
Brides for Seven Brothers, Kelly projects an air 
of charm and authority. But then, he’s been 
there. Two of the many films he has starred in 
were part of The Best of Hollywood's salute to 
the American musical. (He modestly assessed 
himself, as Judy Garland’s co-star in Summer 
Stock, as “that guy Kelly.”) 

“But it’s not a showcase for me,” Kelly laughs 
gently. “I get to serve as a spokesman for some 
wonderful films. Here are some American 
movies that have stood the test of time. Now 
they’re being presented for an audience who 
loves them, as well as a new audience of young 
people who may have never seen them before. 
I think it’s a darned good idea.” 
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In addition to hosting The Best of Holly- 
wood, Kelly has embarked on a project that is 
sure to delight anyone interested in the history 
of motion pictures: He’s at work on his auto- 
biography. “There have been several books 
written about me,” Kelly explains. “There were 
a few details I’ve wanted to clear up—dates and 
so forth, some facts. And there are people who 
haven't received the credit that is due them. | 
thought the time had come to do a book, to set 
things down for the record.” 

For the record, Kelly’s decision to enter show 
business—and his attachment to dance—began 
back in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. “My attach- 
ment to dancing was formed when I was work- 
ing my way through school,” he explains. “My 
brothers and sisters and I worked as dancers and 
dance instructors. I loved it. When I received my 
degree from the University of Pittsburgh [in 
economics], I decided not to go to law school but 
to keep dancing. I never looked back.” 

Kelly's first stop on the way to stardom was 
New York's Great White Way. He appeared as 
one of five specialty dancers in the Broadway 
production of Leave It to Me. He also began 
choreographing shows. As Kelly remembers, “I 
did quite a bit of summer stock and Broadway 
productions, both acting and choreography. I 
also appeared in The Time of Your Life, a play 
which won the Pulitzer Prize. My last Broadway 
show was as the lead in Pal Joey.” 

After that production, Kelly was to pack his 
bags and head west. His destination was 
Hollywood, but not the actual town itself. Kelly 
was bound for Culver City, California, bound 
for a movie studio that boasted “more stars 
than there are in the Heaven.” He was going to 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. 

“There is always a great deal of nostalgia 
about those days,” Kelly says. “Certainly at the 
time, we felt part of a Golden Age. I think at 
MGM we had the best musical repertory group 
in the world. The enthusiasm and friendliness 
were always very high at MGM.” 

While the list of great musicals that Kelly 
starred in—and choreographed (he was always 
devising innovative dance routines)—is stag- 
gering, two in particular gained exalted status 
as classics. The films were made under leg- 
endary musical producer Arthur Freed’s rubric. 
They were An American in Paris and Singing 
in the Rain. 

An American in Paris, which has been 
shown on The Best of Hollywood, stunned 
audiences and critics when it appeared in 
1951. The film garnered eight Academy 
Awards, and Kelly received a special Oscar for 
his brilliant choreography. But what audiences 
at the time—and audiences since—could never 
forget was the film’s conclusion: a glorious 
18-minute ballet without a word of dialogue. 

“The whole inspiration for the ballet was the 
canvases of the great Impressionist painters 
like Toulouse-Lautrec, Dufy, and Renoir,” Kelly 
says. “There really was never much ofa story 
there. But there was emotion, the emotions of 
the young man’s feelings about his love for this

French girl. It was a matching of emotion with 
the tones of these great painters’ canvases that 
gave the ballet its impact.” 

Barely six months after the triumph of An 
American in Paris, MGM released Singing in 
the Rain, starring Kelly, Debbie Reynolds [then 
19] and Donald O’Connor. Many film critics 
and historians regard it as the finest musical 
ever made. 

In addition to choreographing the film’s 
dance sequences, Kelly also codirected with 
Stanley Donen. It was a match made in 
heaven. As Kelly explains, “I knew Stanley 
from Broadway. He was in Pal Joey. We worked 
together frequently. He assisted me with 
choreography. After I returned to MGM [Kelly

Whether or not that’s true, I'll leave it up 
to the critics of the ballet to decide.” 

Whatever Kelly’s effect on the ballet world, 
his forthcoming memoirs will be keenly an- 
ticipated by film scholars, critics, and fans. In 
the meantime, one can be content with the 
sight of Gene Kelly, one of Hollywood’s best, 
hosting The Best of Hollywood.

things to consider before signing up 
your child for a sport. 

“Everyone thinks kids are indestruc- 
tible. Not true,” Hirsch says. “While the 
majority of a child’s bones are made out 
of cartilage, and children have a great 
deal of elastic tissue in their bodies, kids 
can get everything from spondylolis- 
thesis (sway back associated with back 
bends in ballet) to head trauma, arm 
and hip pain, and a host of other 
disorders.” 

There are also psychological risks, as 
well as physical ones. Hirsch explains: 
“The part that is often least healthy for a 
child is the mental stress. After a while, 
a particular sport may not be the child’s 
desire any longer.” 

Managed appropriately, however, a 
child’s interest in physical activities can 
be a strong positive in his or her life. 
Hirsch offers some advice to parents: 


H Expose your children to a wide vari- 
ety of sports, and don’t encourage them 
to commit to one particular sport until 
they've had a chance to see several. 


H Once your child picks a sport, it’s a 
good idea to see an orthopedist whose 
interest lies in the same sport to check 
for potential problems, and to see if 
your child's body will be capable of do- 
ing what the sport requires. The physi- 
cian can also work with the child’s 
coach or teacher to give exercises to 
decrease the child’s potential for injury. 


E If your child complains of pain for 
more than five minutes—and you don’t 
think she is just asking for attention— 
the child’s injury should be evaluated 
by a physician. 


H Check periodically to make sure 
your child is still interested in the sport 
he is involved in. Allow him to make a 
change or take time out, if he wishes. 


E Finally (and this may be the toughest 
of all), as you support your child’s 
athletic interests, don’t forget your own 
physical and emotional needs. Some 
parents spend so much time driving to 
games and lessons, baking cookies for 
half-time or attending performances 
that they lose a degree of their own 
sanity and health.

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E (Continued from page 10) 
ents to know is that the chance 
to play with the same children 
over time is important, according 
to Howes. This is especially true 
for the 2- to 2%-year-olds be- 
cause they have little ability to 
use language. With a consistent 
friend, however, they can devel- 
op a repertoire of nonverbal 
cues and can build play rituals 
more easily. When children don’t 
have language as a tool, it helps 
to be familiar with each other. 
One of the tough things about 
supporting your child’s early 
friendships is having the 
courage to leave him or her with 
another family, even for a few 
hours. Does your child know 
how to tell his friend’s mother he 
wants to go home? Will the 
mother call you if your child 
seems frustrated or tired? Is the 


yard safe? 

Laurie Tucker, a clinical child 
psychologist in Los Angeles, of- 
fers several suggestions for mak- 
ing children’s play times with 
friends pleasant and rewarding 
to the child. At first, parents may 
want to stay with their child for a 
while, hanging back in the 
foreground. “If you want to see 
how the other parent interacts 
with your child, just don’t step in 
right away,” says Tucker. “Wait 
to see how the other parent— 
and your child—deal with the 
situation. You can gradually in- 
crease the away-from-home play 
periods.” 

Parents in charge of small 
children should remain actively 
involved in the play activities 
because younger children have 
short attention spans and may 
need guidance in finding new 
sources of delight and distrac- 


tion. Furthermore, preschoolers 


are in the process of learning the 
art of negotiation. 

It may help to set up carefully 
selected activities. For example, 
for 1- to 2-year-olds, put out 
several toys you think the 
children will like. Providing a 
variety of toys avoids fights and 
supports the children’s frequent 
preference for parallel play 
(when children play in the same 
room or area, but independent 
of each other). With 3- to 4-year- 
olds, try blocks, paints, or the 
backyard or neighborhood 
playground. 

Tucker says, “The parent 
should help pace the children. 
Kids may do well for short 
periods, 15 to 20 minutes, but 
then the parent should step in 
and offer a change of activity or a 
snack.” 

She also suggests that parents 
take their cues from the 
children: “As soon as you hear 


crying or louder voices, or see 
frustration and destructive 
behavior, it’s time for the kids to 
part.” She encourages parents to 
try to end the play session on a 
positive note, saying something 
like, “You really seemed to have 
fun with the painting and the 
swings; we'll invite you again 
soon, Katie.” 

In addition to setting up suc- 
cessful play experiences, Tucker 
also thinks parents should help 
children express their feelings 
about the time they spent with 
their friend. She says parents 
can say something like, “How 
was your afternoon?” or 
“Sometimes you seem to get 
mad at Andrew; he's still learn- 
ing how to share, isn’t he?” 

Even very young children can 
learn that with friendships, they 
don’t just learn about others. 
They learn something about 
themselves, too.
